We publish below the N..0. Daily Nets" 
translation of the Chinese Emperor's Edict, 
issued on the’ ist inatant, eoncerning the

having failed to report the outrage ta tho 
Throne until the Teungli Yamén w s in- 
formed «(from outside sources) of it and 
telegraphed ructions to the said Gover- 
nor to investigate the affair, Such conduct 
deserves punishment. Li Ping-heng is, 
therefore, hereby degraded two stops in 
yank ond ordered te be transferred. to a 
lower post, a penalty which shail not be 
permitted to be sommuted or set off against 
good conduct marks in the said Governor's 
aubordinate officers enncorned, namely, Hai 
Liang, recently traraferrad from his post of 
Taotai of the Yen-Yi-Tsao-Chi Intendancy, 
Shantung ; Wan Pon-lna, Brigadier-General 
of the Taanchou. Militery Cirevit ; and Chav 
Chéng-chac, prefect of Tsaochoufu (where 
the rourdors feupened), they aro hereby 
cashicred uf their seyoral. rabke but retained 
at their posts. Further the privilege to
